During  the  past  year  the  demands  upon  the  town  for  support  of  those 
wlio  are  in  want,  have  been  less  numerous  than  in  former  years,  and  there 
is  every  probability  that  during  the  coming  vear  greater  demands  will  be 
made  upon  the  treasury  of  the  town,  than  in  the  past.
